Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  has  great  pleasure  in  submitting  the 
Report  for  the  year  1906,  and  desires  to  return  thanks 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessing  and  encouragement  He  has 
vouchsafed  to  all  engaged  in  the  work. 

The  purchase  of  the  site  for  the  New  Building 
New  at  YVestbury-on-Trym  was  completed  in  June. 
Institution.  For  more  than  eighteen  months  the  plans  for 
the  Building  have  been  receiving  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  the  Building  Committee  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Architect,  Mr.  E.  Gabriel.  The  members  of 
this  Committee  have  had  the  assistance  of  the  expert  advice 
of  H.M.  Inspector,  Dr.  Eichholz,  and  Rev.  St.  Clair  Hill, 

I rincipal  of  the  Leatherhead  School,  and  Government  Expert 
in  Braille.  The  Committee  is  most  anxious  that  the  Building 
shall  be  one  to  which  the  citizens  of  Bristol  can  point  with 
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pride  and  that  this  Institution  should  take  its  place  as  the 
premier  Institution  for  the  Blind  in  the  West.  The  cost  of 
the  construction  will  exceed  the  amount  which  was  at  first 
expected,  owing-  to  the  various  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  Committee  is  about  to  issue  an  appeal, 
which  it  is  confidently  felt  will  receive  the  hearty  support  of 
the  public,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  special 
appeal  has  been  issued  since  the  year  1858. 

The  number  of  pupils  and  workers  who  have

Of  those  who  left  during  the  year  7 were  boys  and  7 
girls.  Four  of  these  girls  have  entered  the  workshops  ; 4 
boys  and  one  girl  have  gone  to  start  work  in  their  homes  ; 3 
boys  and  one  girl  have  gone  home  to  their  parents  ; and  one 
boy  was  sent  home  suffering  from  consumption,  and  died 
shortly  afterwards. 

There  were  17  pupils  admitted — 11  boy's  and  6 girls,  one 
of  the  latter  being  here  for  a few  weeks  only'.  The  average 
number  in  residence  for  the  year  was  84,  showing  an  increase 
of  5 over  the  previous  year.  The  increased  number  of 
inmates  during  the  last  three  years  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  accommodation  afforded  at  the  Hostel  in  Richmond 
Terrace. 

There  is  cause  for  thankfulness  that  the  health  of 
Health,  the  pupils  has  been  fairly  good.  This  must  be 
attributed,  to  some  extent,  to  the  great  care  that 
is  taken  of  them  and  the  liberal  diet  supplied.  Full  credit  is 
due  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Glimmer,  who  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  was  ably  assisted  by  Nurse  Prescott,  and  after  her 
resignation,  by  Nurse  Pontifex.

The  numbers  ,n  this  School  have  increased  during  the  last 
twelve  months.  The  children  are  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
majonty  are  bright  and  intelligent.  A suitable  amount  of 
work  had  been  prepared  and  was  well  known.” 

I he  Sunday  School  is  in  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Kingdom 
and  she  is  ably  helped  by  other  kind  friends,  to  whom  the 
Committee  feels  deeply  indebted.  The  Superintendent  has 
been  holding  a Confirmation  Class  for  boys  and  girls  who 
belong  to  the  Church  of  England.  A very  gratifying  number 
have  been  attending,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  important 
lessons  affecting  heart  and  conduct  will  result  in  great 
blessing  to  the  lives  of  all  concerned. 


The  Teaching  Staff  remains  much  the  same  as 
Education,  last  year.  The  high  standard  of  efficiency  has 
been  well  kept  up  by  the  Head-master,  Mr. 
Gray,  and  his  colleagues  ; and  the  moral  tone  of  the  School," 
which  is  so  important,  has  distinctly  improved.  Dr.  Eichholz, 
the  Head  Inspector  of  Schools  for  the  Blind,  visited  the 
School  in  March,  and  the  following  is  his  Report  : 

The  children  continue  to  make  creditable  progress. 
In  physical  exercises  free  movement  should  be  encouraged, 
even  at  the  risk  of  losing  some  of  the  regularity  gained  by 
the  present  method  of  line  marching. 

In  the  Schoolroom  more  shorthand  apparatus  might  be 
usefully  supplied.  Free  use  should  be  made,  both  in  oral 
and  written  composition  of  all  the  knowledge  of  external 
conditions  and  occurrences  which  can  be  pressed  into  School 
service. 

I am  glad  to  note  that  a serious  attempt  is  being  made 
to  move  the  School  to  more  suitable  quarters.  I can  only 
repeat  what  has  been  previously  urged,  that  no  time  should 
be  lost  in  making  such  arrangements  as  will  separate  the 
School  from  the  adult  Institution.” 
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The  pupils  take  great  interest  in  the  manual  employments 
which  form  such  an  important  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  it 
is  already  evident  that  these  are  proving  a great  benefit  to 
them  when  they  pass  from  the  Elementary  to  the  Technical 
School. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  physical  exercises 
of  the  boys  and  girls,  to  the  great  advantage  of  their  dis- 
cipline and  general  well-being.  Many  of  the  lads  keep  poultry, 
pigeons,  and  rabbits,  and  while  these  give  them  an  insight 
into  the  habits  and  life  of  part  of  the  animal  world,  the  boys 
manage  to  add  something  to  their  pocket-money  by  selling 
the  produce  to  the  Matron. 

Three  of  the  boys  won  medals  at  the  swimming  baths 
last  summer,  to  their  great  delight ; and  the  football  club,  to 
which  has  been  granted  a distinctive  outfit  and  colours,  has 
proved  that  even  partially-sighted  boys  can  not  only  enjoy  a 
good  game  of  football,  but  give  a good  account  of  themselves 
when  playing  against  sighted  teams. 

Owing  to  the  energy  displayed  by  some  members 
Library.  of  the  staff,  there  are  now  quite  a goodly  com- 
pany of  ladies  who  are  transcribing  books  into 
Braille  for  the  library.  In  consequence  of  this  the  volumes 
are  gradually  increasing,  and  many  interesting  books  which 
would  not  have  been  obtained  in  any  other  way  have  been 
added  to  the  list. 

The  Concert  Choir,  consisting  of  present  and 
Music.  past  pupils,  has  done  excellent  work.  By  special 
request  they  gave  short  Concerts  on  two  days  of 
the  Missionary  Exhibition,  held  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
at  the  Colston  Hall.  The  large  audiences  expressed  them- 
selves delighted  with  the  entertainment,  and  it  was  noted  with 
some  surprise  how  clearly  the  words  of  the  songs  were  heard. 
This  result  is  due  to  the  careful  training  which  they  receive 
from  Mr.  Cockram  and  Mrs.  Mulleny.  The  Quarterly 
Concerts  at  the  Institution  have  been  very  well  attended.

nd  Association,  by  an  agreement  which  came  into  force  on 
arch  tst,  .907.  The  result  of  this  step  is  that  all  the  work 
for  the  blind  ,n  Bristol  will  be  practically  controlled  by  this 
Committee,  thus  adding  to  the  benefit  conferred  on  the  blind, 
while,  at  the  same  time  obviating  the  confusion  caused  by  the 
existence  of  two  Institutions.  For  the  present  the  premises 
in  Park  Street  will  be  retained,  as  the  accommodation  at 
Queen  s Road  is  not  sufficient  for  the  30  additional  workwomen 
Orders  however  will  be  taken  and  executed  at  the  shop  in 
Queen's  Road  only.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  important  that 
the  public  should  understand  that  the  excellent  work  of  the 
Home  Teaching  Association  through  which  the  blind  are 
visited  in  their  own  homes  and  taught  to  read,  etc.,  by  three 
blind  teachers,  will  be  carried  on  as  hitherto,  and  the  Com- 
mittee hopes  that  those  who  have  assisted  in  this  work  for  so 
many  years  will  continue  their  support.  There  are  over  300 
blind  in  this  city,  and  of  these  a large  number  of  men  and 


women  are  too  old  or  too  feeble  to  work  in  any  workshop. 
It  is  some  consolation  to  know  that  these  are  regularly  visited 
and  cared  for,  and  that  some  brightness  is  brought  into  their 
sad  and  often  dreary  lives.  For  this  reason  the  Home 
Teaching  branch  of  this  work  deserves  all  the  support  it  can 
obtain  from  the  people  of  Bristol. 


During  the  year  an  Out-workers’  Sick  Benefit  Club  has 
been  arranged  and  will  be  open  for  membership  as  soon  as 
the  necessary  minimum  capital  of  £100  has  been  obtained. 
The  fund  already  amounts  to  ^70 — the  larger  part  of  which 
has  been  contributed  by  the  blind  themselves — and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  remaining  ,£30  will  be  shortly  subscribed  by  outside 
friends.  This  is  the  outcome  of  a small  club  managed 
entirely  by  the  men  which  has  been  successfully  carried  on  for 
the  past  20  years.  It  will  in  future  be  open  to  all  men  and 
women  in  connection  with  the  Institution  Workshops. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  sales  during  the  year 
have  increased,  and  the  aggregate  earnings  obtained  by  the 
blind  have  been  considerably  in  excess  of  previous  years. 

The  Bootmaking,  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
report  as  a new  industry,  has  fulfilled  all  expectations,  and 
this  year  that  department  has  undertaken  all  the  making  and 
repairs  for  the  Institution  under  a competent  bootmaker. 
One  pupil  who  left  at  Christmas  expects  to  make  a consider- 
able amount  by  this  industry  in  the  country  district  near  his 
home. 

The  Mat  department  has  been  further  improved  by  the 
fixing  of  an  electric  motor  to  work  the  trimming  machine. 
Consequently  orders  for  mats  will  be  able  to  be  executed  more 
speedily  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

Work  in  the  Basket  department  has  been  at  fairly  high 
pressure  all  through  the  year,  but  orders  for  Brushes  have  not 
been  so  numerous  as  could  be  desired.  Steps  have  been  taken 
to  improve  the  quality,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  house- 
holders and  large  consumers  will  patronise  this  branch  of  the 
work  more  liberally  in  the  future. 

A large  stall  was  fitted  up  at  the  Sanitary  Health  Exhibi- 
tion last  summer,  and  a number  of  exhibits  were  also  sent  to 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibition  in  November,  from  both  of 
which  business  has  resulted. 


Not  only  are  the  blind  employed  in  the  work- 
Ex- Pupils,  shops,  but  many  are  earning  a living  away  from 
the  Institution,  including  piano-tuners  and  others, 
with  whom  the  Committee  keeps  in  touch  by  means  of  a 
system  of  Sponsors  which  has  been  started  in  recent  years. 
Under  this  system  clergymen,  ministers,  or  other  responsible 
persons  kindly  undertake  the  local  supervision  of  whatever 
“ first  aid  ” is  given  by  the  Institution  to  the  pupil  on  leaving, 
and  afterwards  continue  to  take  a sympathetic  interest  in 
their  welfare,  corresponding  with  the  Committee  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  requires.  By  this  means  a double  purpose  is

The  Committee  regrets  to  have  to  record  the 
Obituary,  death  of  a prominent  Bristol  Citizen,  Mr.  J. 

Chetwood  Aiken,  who  for  29  years  was  treasurer 
of  this  Institution.  He  took  up  this  responsible  office  in  the 
year  1S72  and  resigned  his  position  on  the  Committee  in  1901. 

The  Financial  Statement  for  the  year  must  be 
Finance.  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  ordinary  expen- 
diture has  been  practically  met  by  the  ordinary 
receipts.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  has  been  only 
by  the  most  careful  economy  that  this  has  been  brought 
about.  This  economy  has  been  necessary  in  consequence  of 
the  increased  liabilities  for  which  the  Committee  is  making 
itself  responsible  both  by  the  amalgamation  with  the  Home 
1 eaching  Association,  and  the  general  expansion  of  the  scope 
of  its  work.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Blackmore,  the 
Collector,  there  is  again  a slight  increase  in  the  amount  of 
subscriptions,  and  legacies  brought  in  ^450. 

In  closing  this  Report  the  Committee  and  the  Superin- 
tendent (who  is  also  Chaplain)  ask  for  the  earnest  prayers  of 
God’s  people.  Much  grace  and  wisdom  is  needed  in  dealing 
with  the  many  peculiar  problems  connected  with  the  blind, 
and  very  specially  for  the  task  of  building  up  men  and  women 
of  strong  Christian  character  capable  of  acquitting  themselves 
well  in  the  battle  of  life.
